A Democratic family reuuion took 


place at Harrisburg last Thursday 
that promises a united party fighting 
the battle of the people in the import- 
ant campaign of next fall in Pennsyl- 
vania and with bright promises of suc- 
cess. The Harrisburg meeting had 
been called by State Chairman Sena- 
tor Arthur G. Dewalt and was attend- 
ed by 130 Democrats from every part 
of the State. The Democratic county 
chairman in every county were asked 
to be present, with other Democrats 
and a very large body responded, all 
but five of the county chairmen being 
there and many other representative 
Democrats from all parts of the State. 
County Chairman S. Mlley Miller at- 
tended the meeting and other Adams 
county Democrats present were Hon. 
James C. Cole of Menallen, J. L. Wil- 
liams, Esq., of Gettysburg, and W. .E. 
Kapp of Biglervilte. 


The important results of the meet- 


ing were the following: 1st, a dem- 
onstration of genuine Democratic har- 
mony. 2nd. steps were taken to in- 
sure an aggressive campaign in w'hich 
Democracy shall take the initiative, 
rather than .a campaign of fault find- 
ing. 
The Democratic State conven- 


tion will be held before all others. 
There will be no waiting to see and 
profit by the mistakes of the Republi- 
can party. That party has been wad- 
ing through mistakes ever since the

In opening the meeting Chairman 


Dewalt, satdj_.._.. 


"The chair announces the unprece- 


dented fact that all but five members 
of the committee have responded. I de- 
sire to say to the members that the 
chairman feels a deep sense of grati- 
tude by reason of your presence. Not 
only is it a personal compliment, but 
it is evidence to me and the organiza- 
tion that you have taken heart and 
are awake to the welfare of the Demo- 
crats of Pennsylvania. 


"The very fact that you are here at 


this meeting, informally called, is sig- 
nificant. I am certain that now, once 
for all, I can in the future call for a 
united Democracy in this Common- 
wealth. 


"In the last two years there has 


been less discord and more of unity 
among us. 


"This meeting is informal. It is to 


give me counsel, sustainment 
and 


help. We must decide upon a true 
policy. 


"There is no disguising the fact 


that the Democrats have been afflicted 
with apathy. But more than that, 
there has been difference of opinion 
between our men of ability and power. 


•'I believe there is better sentiment 


now than in the last fifteen years, due 
to the fact that there is a feeling that 
this is our time to win. 


"There must be a unification of ef- 


fort. The time is ripe for a revolu- 
tion. 
The significant elecetions in 


Massachusetts, at Hartford, in Mis- 
souri show that the people are anxi- 
ous for a change." 


Continuing 
Mr. 
Dewalt 
declared 


that the Republican party betrayed 
the nation after promising revision 
of the tariff for the masses instead of 
the classes. 


Congressman 
McHeury spoke, de- 


claring that the writing is on the 
walls of Congress and the next House 
of Representatives will be Democratic. 
Congressman Wilson was next in say- 
ing the Republican party throughout 
the country has made it easy for us 
to have a common purpose, the pro- 
lection of the welfare of the great 
mass of people. 


The resolution to raise a fund for 


organization 
purposes was 
debated 


and after C. Lame Munson. the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the 
Supreme 


Court last fall and who carried 35 of 
the 22 Congressional districts outside 
of Philadelphia and Pittsburg, 
had 


spoken, the resolution was unanimous- 
ly adopted. 
Mr. Munson among other 


things said: 


"Xo man can find fault with the 


Democratic organization of Pennsyl- 


vania. In every county we received 
every courtesy. In Philadelphia 
the 


city organization gave us every assist- 
ance possible. 
It was the same in 


Pittsburg. 


"There is a want in Pennsylvania, 


however, of organization approaching 
closer to perfection. In some places 
want of proper organization exists. 
That can be amended. 
It requires 


visitation by persons not resident to 
assist the local committees, under cou- 
trol of the State organization. When 
the contributions came from a few we 
have lacked the sympathy which we 
would have had. I will find ten, prob- 
ably twenty, Democrats in Lycoming 
county to give $100 eacn. 


Let us have for that organization 


work men of the best calibre to go 
about the State and stir the Demo- 
crats out of apathy. Had the Demo- 
crats of Pennsylvania come to the 
polls last November the result would 
have been different. 
We thought it 


good to go around, meet fellow-Demo- 
crats, take them by the hand, and 
thus help build up. We were assist- 
ed by the State organization and by 
every county organization. 
In the 


present undertaking we want help, 
not from the few, but from the many. 


The following resolution to secure 


instructions at the primary was next 
considered and unanimously adopted: 


Whereas, Under the primary elec- 


tion law a means is provided for the 
instruction of delegates; such instruc- 
tions are binding and to disregard 
them is an act of perfidity: every man 
standing for delegate should be re- 
quired by Democratic electors to de- 
clare his preference, and where this 
preference is ratified by the electors 
it becomes theirs and the delegate is 
under moral obligation to act accord- 
ingly in the convention to which he 
is commissioned. 
Under this system 


of instruction it is possible and we be- 
lieve highly desirable to secure a di- 
rect and authoritative expression from 
the Democratic electorate and we are 
confident that a candidate having a 
majority of instructed delegates will 
have the united support of all ele- 
ments of the party without regard to 
past differences or present preference; 
therefore be it 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this 


meeting that the Democratic organi- 
zation in every county in Pennsylva- 
nia should take steps at once to carry 
out the spirit of this resolution by 
procuring the instruction of delegates 


Lpn the primary ballot. A nomination 
so made by the Democratic voters of 
the State could not fail to secur* their 
united support a.t the polls.

Being centrally lo- 
cated, with good railroad and water 
facilities, Gettysburg had au advan- 
tage over other proposed sites, aud at 
uo time did the Association go to 
sleep upon the proposition but went 
after it vigorously from start to finish.

Its speed diminished by the attraction 
of the planet, then the comet is cap- 
tured, becomes the prisoner ot the 
planet, held by the invisible but pow- 
erful chains of gravitation, and be- 
comes a member of our sun's family, 
having changed its never-ending para- 
bolic curve for an ellipse, a closed aud 
limited curve ou which the cornet 
moves, coming again and again into 
our field of vision. The huge planet. 
Jupiter, has a splendid family of some 
thirty captured comets, each travel- 
ling a different track; and Saturn, 
Uranus and Neptune also have fami- 
lies of comets. Mauy of these captured 
comets are well known to astronomers, 
who have calculated their vast ellipti- 
cal orbits aud the time it takes them 
to journey over their fixed roads and 
eo come back again to the region of 
mail's vision. 


The most famous and important of 


all these ellipse-travelling comets that 
have been discovered 
is Halley's 


Comet, the return of which after some 
seventy-five years was eagerly awaited 
during the year 1909, when the tele- 
scoping cameras of astronomers con- 
stantly searched the skies for the ex- 
pected dim disc of light, which wa^ 
first seeu by Professor Wolfl. of Heid- 
elberg, in almost the exact place 
where science had calculated that it 
should be. During this mouth, April, 
tiiis comet will be a brilliant object 
among the stars of our skies, but we 
do not know whether it will have the 
same form that it had iu 1.S35, with the 
large brilliant nucleus and great, 
curved, luminous veil floating behind 
it. For the tail of a comet is a varying 
thing, changing sometimes in even a 
few hours, drifting behind the head as 
the body approaches the sun, and 
rushing away from 
this when tiie 


comet speeds, away from the sun.

wife of William the Conqueror 
The 


comet was then greatly feared and 
was regarded as an omen of terrible 
evil, which the Knglish believed was 
fully reah/.ed in the defeat of their 
forces and the death of rt»xon Harold. 


Jn 15ol. 1007 and KiS'2, the comet 


again terrilied the world; and in Ger- 
many, to comfort the alarmed people, 
there was struck aud widely circulat- 
ed a medal bearing the words: 
''The 


star means evil things, but only trust 
in God and He will turn all things to 
good." 


It was at the time of this appearance 


of the comet that the wise and brave 
Edward Halley dared to give an ex-i 
plauation of the nuvements of the 
great star-like body, which would pre- 
vent its being iu future a supernatural 
source of terror to men.
